WELLAND - Strap on 
your boxing gloves — it’s time 
to fight back. 

Throw a punch for each 
mother, daughter, sister and 
friend who's been forced to 
batde the invasive disease that 
claims the lives of too many. 

Pam Mcllhone knows 
firsthand the perils of breast 
cancer. She also knows the 
importance of making a pre¬ 
emptive strike against the dis¬ 
ease through regular screen¬ 
ing and early detection. 

The 45-year-old is one 
of three smiling, beautiful 
faces who have signed on to 
co-chair Welland Hospital 


Foundation’s Packing a 
Punch Against Breast Cancer 
campaign to purchase a new 
digital mammography unit 
Joining Mcllhone is Joan 
Hatcher and Paula Martin, 
who have both also previ¬ 
ously stepped into the ring to 
show cancer who’s boss. 

Each woman shared her 
heart-wrenching story of 
diagnosis, followed by inspir¬ 
ing tales of survival, last week 
Wednesday for the cam¬ 
paign’s official launch. 

Each also offered a plea to 
the community in hopes of 
seeing some financial sup¬ 
port roll in to help the foun¬ 
dation purchase the much- 
needed equipment 
The digital mammography 


unit will replace the hospital’s 
aging film screen equipment 
It’s one of the most 
advanced technologies avail¬ 
able to radiologists and phy¬ 
sicians for early detection of 
breast cancer, said Dr. Rakesh 
Aggarwal, Welland hospital’s 
chief radiologist. 

Digital equipment makes 
images available imme¬ 
diately, reduces exposure 
to radiation and offers the 
advantage of electronic por¬ 
tability, Aggarwal said. 

“An image can be sent 
anywhere in the world and a 
second opinion obtained at 
the drop of a hat." 

Timing is everything, said 
Hatcher, who along with her 
role as campaign co-chair 


also works as Niagara Health 
System’s manager of medical 

Prior to her diagnosis, she 
showed no symptoms. It was 
through a referred screening, 
as cancer runs her her family, 
that she learned she had two 
tumours in her breasts. 

She makes no qualms 
about saying that mammog¬ 
raphy saved her life. 

Through the campaign, 
Hatcher hopes to stress the 
importance of regular screen- 

Mcllhone couldn’t agree 
more, adding that breast 
cancer “doesn’t have to be a 
death sentence.”

Jones is making work for himself

The Niagara College graduate, 
who just finished the Acting for 
Film and Television program, is 
going to make a movie. 

But jumping from student to 
movie director isn’t easy. Jones 
says he recognizes the risk factor 
in following his dreams instead 
of looking for a more secure job. 

“It’s absolutely terrifying but 
it’s terrifyingly exciting," Jones 


says of his opportunity to shoot 
his first foil length film 

He admits he is nervous, but 
Jones says the experience will 
be an enriching one he’ll likely 
never forget 

“I think if you let an oppor¬ 
tunity slide by you, you’re not 
going to get it back again.” 

The writer and director says 
his script which he wrote a year 
ago, is about four families who 
encounter an “alien creature." 
Although the families have 
never met each othet their lives 


become intertwined because of 
their interactions with this alien. 

The working title of the film is 
Encounter and it’s loosely based 
on real life stories he was told by 

With fellow acting and 
television graduate Dominic 
Gauthier signed on as producer; 
the Fenwick resident and E.L. 
Crossley alumni is preparing to 
commence production on his 
film in July in ComwalL 

If production goes well, Jones 
says he hopes to have the film 


completed by February and 
ready for submission into film 
festivals. 

Auditions for Encounter were 
held last Saturday so there isn’t 
much time to prepare, says 

With a modest budget of 
$30,000, the film will be shot 
with a smafi film crew and 
actors. About 30 people have 
volunteered their time and 
energy into making the movie.

PELHAM - Lome Ward 
showed the E.L. Crossley 
Secondary School commu¬ 
nity that it's possible to make 
the world a safer, kinder place 
to live.

His spouse, Betty Farrish 
told more than 500 people 
who attended the ceremony 
that Ward was unique in a 
very ordinary way.

That’s not to say he was 
predictable, he was incredi¬ 
bly unique and ordinary all at 
the same time,” she said. “He 
would be so pleased to see all 
these people gathered here

She said Ward’s life 
inspired people and showed 
them ordinary things can be 
extraordinary acts. 

“His life goes to show that 
unique people in all their 
ordinary roles can make the 
world a safer, kinder place,” 
she said. 

Ward passed away 2001. 

Former student and cur¬ 
rent teacher Sue Kicul said 
Ward was her teacher and 
when she brought the idea to 
rename Crossley’s gym in his 
memory, the committee was 
very supportive. 

“They loved it and students 
and teachers made the sign 
right here, so it’s really a per¬ 
fect fit,” she said. 

The school reunion started 
Friday and held events until 
Sunday afternoon when the 
committee unveiled a 50- 
year sign in a newly made 
parkette behind the school.

Stakeholders should be at floodplain table

WAINFLEET — Niagara 
Peninsula Conservation 
Authority chair Bruce Timms 
will try and bring Ontario 


Recreational Canal Corp. 
and St. Lawrence Seaway 
Management Corp. to the table 
with Welland River Floodplain 
Association members. 

Timms, who attended the 
association’s most recent 


meeting in Wainfleet, said 
he'd heard enough concerns 
from residents over proposed 
floodplain line changes along 
the Welland River from Port 
Davidson to Welland. 

“We will make contact with 
all three agencies to talk to 
the about what we heard 
(at the meeting) and get 
back to you,” said Timms, a 
regional councillor from St. 
Catharines. 

All three agencies, said 
association member Bev 


Lepard, have an impact on 
the Welland River, which 
flows from Hamilton to the 
Niagara River. 

Lepard said siphons 
under the former and cur¬ 
rent Welland Canals affect 
the river when debris blocks 
them, while Ontario Power 
Generation causes the river to 
slosh when it uses the water¬ 
way for power generation. 

“We’re interested in 
whether the new (power gen¬ 
eration) tunnel will affect the 


river as well,’’ he said, in front 
of roughly 125 people inside 
the community room at 
Wainfleet fire hall last week. 

Residents along the area of 
the proposed floodplain line 
change are concerned over 
development and redevelop¬ 
ment being restricted once 
new lines are in place. 

“If you wanted to build a 
deck, barn or rebuild your 
house, you’d have to go 
through the conservation 
authority for permission," 


Lepard said. 

The new floodplain lines 
would be farther up the riv- 
erbanks than the current 
lines, which were established 
in 1985, the last time a study 

It’s estimated, residents 
heard, that up to 270 proper¬ 
ties alone in Wainfleet would 
be affected. 

“There’s a potential for 
reduced property values and 
it could cause mortgage and 
insurance problems,” Lepard 


During the meeting, 
Slobodan Simonovic, a 
University of Western profes¬ 
sor and recognized watershed 
expert, spoke about the con¬ 
servation authority’s reports 
on the proposed floodplain 
line changes. 

Simonovic had a number 
of issues and concerns with 
the reports, but felt a mutu¬ 
ally acceptable solution could 
be found if all parties worked 
together.

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Big government 
equals big taxes

It’s a new chapter in 
the life of an E-Mum 


Big government equals big taxes. That is a feet of life. 

Government has no other way of raising funds than 
rifling through the pockets of taxpayers looking for 
change to fund itself. 

It does make sense — as long as the money is spent 
wisely. 

You can’t support the things the Canadian govern¬ 
ment does — like medical care for all, maintaining 
the Justice system, providing public education and 
essential infrastructure — and still argue the taxes that 
underwrite those services are inherently bad. 

Again, it’s what government does once it has our 
money that rankles. 

Take gas as an example. 

The Victoria Day weekend is traditionally a time for 
Canadians to leave the city and head for the cottage. 

When you filled up at the pump before departure 
you probably noticed it wasn’t a cheap exercise, but 
then it never is. Prices vary wildly depending on the 
time of the year. 

The one constant is according to the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation (CTF), you are getting well and 
truly hosed at the pump because of extra levies built 
into the price no matter when you purchase. 

That hidden surcharge is designed to pay for transit 
and depending on the province can be up to 31% of 
the price. 

The CTF says an average two-car family in Canada 
yields $1,260 in gas tax each yeat; a figure that changes 
according to where you live. 

It’s a small amount but when taken nationally it 
helps deliver $21.5 billion in taxes on fuel across the 
nation. 

While the CTF has long called for gas taxes to be 
treated as a user fee and be dedicated to roads, the 
reality is these taxes are either used to subsidize public 
transit or just sprayed at another more pressing need. 

That makes it an unfair tax scheme when the people 
who use public transit the least are the ones subsidiz¬ 
ing it the most heavily. 

In a true user-pays system, that would be reversed 
and every cent you paid in gas tax would be set aside 
for improving our roads. 

Once set aside and used for roads we would all ben¬ 
efit and would all know where our dollars are ending 

In the end, the answer might be counterintuitive and 
have less to do with governments taking our money 
than leaving us with more. 

Tax us less so we have more to spend. That creates 
jobs and helps everyone in society support themselves 
rather than look for handouts, subsidies and/or assis¬ 
tance. It would also help public transport pay its own 
way rather than hitch a lift with drivers at the gas pump.

Part of the plan includes 
the installation of a second 
outdoor classroom, which 
was a student driven initia¬ 
tive, says Keller. 

The new classroom was a 
combination of designs cre¬ 
ated by Grade 12 students 
Joel Cornelius and Ricky 
Fennema. 

Keller says a technology 
class was challenged to come 
up with designs and students 
voted on the best ones. 

“Joel and Ricky’s designs 
were chosen and the boys

ZOSTAVAX: PREVENT SHINGLES BEFORE ITS,TOO LATE!, 

Shingles is caused by the same virus that causes chickenpox (varicella-zoster virus). After 
the chickenpox blisters heal, the virus remains dormant in nerve cells in your body. It can 
become reactivated after many years resulting in shingles. It is not known exactly why the 
virus becomes reactivated, however it is thought that having a weakened immune system 
along with physical trauma, UV light or stress may play a role. The risk of developing 
shingles increases with age and people over 50 years old are at the greatest risk. The 
symptoms include a painful, blistering rash that often breaks out in one part of the body, 
usually the chest or upper back are involved. Sometimes the pain resulting from shingles 
can last for weeks, months, or rarely years, after the rash heals. This lasting pain has 
been described as burning, aching, throbbing or stabbing and can result from something 
as little as a breeze or the touch of clothing on the skin. Older people are again at greater 
risk. Shingles may also result in skin infections at the site of the rash or scarring following 
healing of the rash. 

Fortunately, a vaccine is now available to boost your immune system and help to prevent 
shingles and its complications. It is called Zostavax and is available to adults over 50 years 
old. The vaccine cannot be used if you are already experiencing symptoms of shingles; it 
is only used for prevention. The vaccine is given as a single dose by injection just under 
the skin of the upper arm by a doctor or trained nurse. As all medicines and vaccines can 
have side effects, some people may experience redness, pain, swelling, or bruising at the 
site of injection or headache. These are the most common unwanted effects, but they are 
usually minor. This vaccine was found to reduce the risk of developing shingles by about 
50-70% (depending on your age) within the first year after receiving the vaccine. 
Zostavax must be stored frozen below -15 degrees Celsius until the day it is to be used. 
Only a few pharmacies currently have the correct storage facilities for this vaccine to 
be able to stock it. Zostavax is available from all of the Boggio Family of Pharmacy 
locations. 


Zostavax is safe for most people, however it should not be used by anyone who: 

• Is allergic to zoster vaccine or to any of the ingredients of the medication 
(including gelatin) 

• Is pregnant 

• Has a weakened immune system (e.g., due to cancer, HIV/AIDS, problems with 
bone marrow, or other immune system problems) 

• Has active untreated tuberculosis 

• Has had a serious allergic reaction (hives, face swelling, difficulty breathing) to 
neomycin 

• Takes high doses of steroids (e.g., prednisone, methylprednisolone) by injection 
or by mouth 

Since this is a relatively new vaccine, it is not known if it will provide protection from 
shingles for longer than 4 years. 

Talk to your doctor or pharmacist for more information and advice about shingles and to 
find out if the Zostavax vaccine is right for you.
